As the sport of motorcycle speedway 
racing becomes more popular with the 
American public, more tracks are open- 
ing up to give the riders opportunities to 
ride and a chance to make a living at 
racing, The first person to try to bring 
back class A racing was Wes Cooley 
about four years ago when the ACA was 
in its infancy. Wes was running short 
track races at Orange County Speedway 
and he invited some of the J.A.P, owners 
out to try their hand at reviving speed- 
way, but the track surface was not a 
speedway surface, and so the idea died 
on the vine. 

Then in 1968 Dude Criswell took out a 
lease on the Whiteman Stadium in Pacoi- 
ma, Calif., laid down a track surface of 
decomposed granite and rock dust and 
invited the riders and sponsors out 
again. By this time, there was a little 
more interest and a number of riders 
and machines came out for the practice 
sessions, It was then decided to hold a 
race and the riders would gamble with 
the promoter and run for 40% of the 
purse no matter what it was. Twelve ma- 
chines showed up and put on a very good 
show for a rather small audience, but it 
was a good show, so they decided to try 
again and the next one brought an even 
bigger crowd as the word got around. 

The Rene Armenta of Trojan Raceway 
in South Gate laid down a cushionof rock 
dust on his track and started running on 
Sunday night with the type of program that 
is used on the continent. The crowds 
picked up here as well and it looked like 
speedway was going to prosper, There 
was talk of other tracks opening up, but 
the racing season ran out for the year, 

In 1969, Dude Criswell again opened 
Whiteman Stadium on Saturday nights 
and has also leased the old Bonelli Stad-

AFM SEEKS INDICTMENT FOR

eral Competition Kules. That section 
states **Any act or proceeding prejudi- 
cial to the interests of the AFM or a 
local-chapter thereof.,...shall be deemed 
a violation of these Rules.” 

As Mr, Mark willhave the opportunity, 
under current AFM Rules which prohibit 
arbitrary suspension of any member or 
license holder without that person first 
having the right to appear on his behalf 
before the judicial body considering any 
action, to present and produce witnesses 
and documentation on his behalf before 
the National Competition Committee ap- 
pointed body that will act as the court in 
this prosecution, we hope that any future

Injured American 
Speedway star 
On Way Home

Severely injured American speedway 
rider Chuck Jones is on his way home, 

Since his accident at Sydney Show- 
ground in January he has been undergoing 
treatment in the spinal ward of the Royal 
North Shore Hospital, Sydney, Australia, 

Jones suffered a fractured vertebra 
which resulted in almost total paralysis. 

The road to recovery has been slow 
and arduous but at last he is beginning to 
make progress, He is now outof traction 
and for the past three weeks he has been 
getting about in a wheelchair. 

On Saturday, May 3, Chuck stood for 
the first time, although he was aided by 
splints on his legs and supported by 
nurses, His legs have come on fine but his 
arms are taking a little longer. 

He has great faith in his own ability 
to make it, and has been encouraged 
considerably by the news that he is al- 
most ready to tackle the plane journey 
home, 
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WORLD SPEEDWAY SC 


Speedway in Europe is a major spec- 
tator sport involving, on a large scale, 
countries such as Great Britain, Poland, 
Sweden, Czechoslovakia, Germany, Nor- 
way and Russia. 

It is also staged in Japan and Aus- 
tralia, only to a lesser degree, and at 
other outposts such as Holland, Italy and 
France at irregular intervals. 

It is in England, though, that it all 
happens, Here complicated league and 
world championship systems are con- 
ducted along highly efficient lines and 
the country generally provides the basis 
of speedway life for the other European 
nations. 


How It All Began 

Speedway was introduced to the world 
in 1928 when a band of adventurous Aus- 
tralians sailed across the seas to show 
the people of Londonan exciting newform 
of motorcycle racing they had dis- 
covered, 

It was an instant hit. This wild, woolly 
and dangerous sport of slinging a stark 
naked motorbike around a narrow, cir- 
cular ribbon of dirt at full speed, 

At first it was all “Open” racing with 
the top competitors such as Billy La- 
mont (Australia), Frank Varey (England) 
and Sprouts Elder (U.S.A.0 demanding up 
to 100 pounds sterling ($580.00) per race. 
Then as more tracks opened a league 
system was developed. 

Being such a small country, it was 
found possible to have a score or more 
tracks operating on different nights of 
the week with riders from each circuit 
opposing each other in team racing. 

The British people clamor for the 
chance of supporting their own team so 
with the birth of a league system the 
success of speedway was ensured, 


How Speedway Is Scored 

For the uninitiated, speedway (or dirt 
tracking as it is sometimes called) takes 
Place on closed circuits ranging from 
300 to 400 yards in length and oval in 
shape. Surfaces are usually of shale 
chippings or finely graded cinder, 

Races are run over four laps withfour 
riders competing. Points are awarded 
on a 3,2,1 basis for placings. 

In team events two riders from each 
team ride in each race. Thirteen heats 
are run and match results are decided 
by the team scoring the highest number 
of points with two match points being 
awarded to the winning team and one 
point each in the case of a draw, 

The league championship is decided 
accordingly on the number of match 
points gained by a team. As it is usually 
possible to win on their home track, it is 
important for a team to clinch victory

away from home in order to top the 
league table. 

However, in speedway it is the skill of 
the rider that counts. Machines, which 
have no brakes or gearbox (they are 
either E.S.O, or J.A.P. bikes), are all 
standard with engines limited to 500cc, 

At present there are two leagues run- 
ning in Britain, Division 1 and Division 
2. There are nineteen teams in the senior 
division, ranging from Glasgow (Scot- 
land) to Exeter (South-West England) to 
Newport (Wales). In London alone there 
are three tracks: Wimbledon, West Ham 
and Hackney Wick — all steeped in his- 
tory and providing the most exciting 
sport possible in the metropolis, 

In the second division there are six- 
teen teams, Again covering the country 
from Plymouth in the South-West to 
Berwick, north of the border in Scotland. 


EP 
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Needless to say they are all money 
making concerns with private individuals 
setting themselves up as promoters. 
They in turn are governed closely by the 
Speedway Control Board which keeps a 
sharp eye on the administrative side. 

With seven riders to each team, and 
the majority of them depending on speed- 
way for a living, it becomes a compli- 
cated business. 


How To Make It To The Top 


It is however, all professional and any 
rider, no matter what part of the world 
he hails from, with any sort of ambition 
of being a speedway star, automatically 
turns to England. 

There is nothing to match England when 
it comes to the opportunity of learning 
speedway. Youngsters from everywhere 
head here. Australia, New Zealand,

behind the Iron Curtain. 


America, South Africa, and Europe. Rid- 
ers reach a certain standard in these 
countries, Then their thoughts turn to 
bigger things and the ultimate ambition, 
to be World Champion. 


Experience has shown there is only _ 


one way to climb to thatfurthermost rung 
of the ladder, That is to compete regu- 
larly in British speedway. The season 
runs from March to October and the 
competition a rider meets in this timeis 
fierce indeed, 

The world’s best compete regularly in 
Britain. Like Barry Briggs (New Zea- 
land, five times a world champion), Ron 
Moore (New Zealand, twice a world 
champion), Olle Nygren (Sweden, a run- 
nerup in the world championship), Jim 
Airey (Australian champion). Plus ahost

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of Englishmen who are so good on their 
own tracks it isn't funny. 

Apart from the domestic league com- 
petition which is the backbone of British 
speedway, there are also numerous indi- 
vidual events, international test matches 
and the world championship rounds. 

One of the more famed individual tro- 
phies is the Internationale, held at Wim- 
bledon, London on Monday, May 26, Six- 
teen of the world’s best riders competed 
for a new speedway bike donated by W.D. 
and H,O, Wills, cigarette manufacturers, 
Current holder is Englishman Nigel 
Boocock. 

This season (1969) there are an abun- 
dance of “Test Matches” involving Eng- 
land, First they race off againstAustra- 
lia, then they face New Zealand, later 
Sweden tours against them and finally 
they meet Poland. Speedway is truly an 
international sport. 


World Championship 


Two hundred and forty riders, of 18 
nationalities, will be contesting the 38 
qualifying meetings which lead up to the 
Final of the Speedway Championship of

the World which this year will be staged 
at Wembley on Saturday, September 13, 

The British zone of the competition has 
the highest number of competitors — 101 
— who will be drawn from the Australian, 
English, New Zealand, American, Scot- 
tish and Welsh riders competing in Di- 
vision 1 of the British League. 

These riders will contest three quali- 
fying rounds each, the top 32 progress- 
ing to the British semi-finals with the 
leading eight scorers from each semi 
racing off the British Final at West Ham 
on Tuesday, August 5. 

The leading six scorers from the Bri- 
tish Final will join the top ten from the 
European Final (scheduled for Olching, 
West Germany on Sunday, August 24) in 
the World Final at Wembley. 

Before the European Final, continental 
riders face similar tough qualifying 
rounds. 

Sweden has the highest number of en- 
trants in the Noric Zone; 65, Sixty-four 
contest Swedish qualifying rounds at 
Gothenberg, Vetlanda, Boras and Avesta. 
The top eight from each meeting will 
contest three Nordic Zone meetings in 
Sweden when they will be joined by two 


Danish riders,one from Finlandand seven 
Norwegians. Five riders from each of 
these meetings will join reigning Nordic 
Champion Torbjorn Harrysson in the 
Nordic Final at Norrkoping, Sweden on 
Wednesday, June 4 with the top eight 
point scorers progressing to the Euro- 
pean Final. 

Continental qualifying rounds will be 
contested by four riders from Austria, 
two from Bulgaria, 12 from Czechoslo- 
vakis, eight from East Germany, five 
from West Germany, six from Hungary, 
12 from Poland, 12 from the U.S.S,R. and 
three from Yugoslavia. The rounds will 
be held in EastGermany, West Germany, 
Hungary and Yugoslavia. 

The top eight scorers from the meet- 
ings at Hungary and West Germany will 
contest the Continental semifinal at 
Slany, Czechoslovakia with Poland stag- 
ing the other semifinal between the top 
eight scorers from East Germany and 
Yugoslavia. From both semifinals, eight 
riders will progress to the Continental 
Final at Ufa, Soviet Russia on June 29 
with the top eight in this meeting joining 
the top eight from the Nordic Final in 
the European Final, 


The Speedway Scene In Russia 


A little over a decade ago speedway 
didn’t exist in Russia, 

Four years ago they emerged to chal- 
lenge the world, And challenge they did, 
for they almost conquered it, 

But now, sadly, Russia has declined to 
rock-bottom as far as being a speedway 
power goes — A perfect example of the 
rise and fall of a nation in international 
speedway. 

When the sport commissars projected 
the country into speedway they planned 
world domination. They projected them-

selves with determination and utter dedi- 
cation at this one aim. They had done it 
with other sports such as ice hockey, 
rowing and athletics. 

So when they hit speedway the whole 
scene, from Sydney to Stockholm, re- 
ceived a tremendous boost. 

The Russians first turned their atten- 
tion to dirt tracking with their neighbors 
the Poles started setting the internation- 
al scene alight, 

Then it was the old Soviet story. 
Secretly they built tracks, mostly in the 
Ufa, Lvov region, Surreptiously they 
milked information and knowledge from 
other countries. Fanatically they select- 
ed the pick of their motocross and scram- 
bles stars and mercilessly trained them 
to speedway brilliance. 

They didn’t let the cat out of the bag 
until they were sure they could compete 
on level terms with anyone, anywhere. 
1961 saw the dawning when an ex-truck 
driver from Ufa called Igor Plechanov 
qualified for the World Finalat Wembley, 
He displayed great skill and dash and has 
been their leading rider since. 

Obviously the Russkies meant busi- 
ness, They piled tremendous resources 
into their bid for speedway glory. Each 
rider became state-sponsored; each was 
presented with at least two perfectly 
maintained ESO bikes, They always carry 
expert mechanics and unlimited spares, 
In their own country they are heroes. 

After Plechanov, came Boris Samoro- 
Чоу, a spectacular speed merchant on 
both ice and cinders, who won fourth 
place in the World Final at his very first 
attempt. And Gab Kadirov, known as the 
Russian beatle because of his mop top 
hair, ice racing champion Gennady Kuri- 
lento and others. 

In 1964 the Russians emerged from 
their Iron Curtain cocoon as a team and 
toured Britain, They rode three tests. 
Well over 50,000 fans witnessed them. 
They were classics — the West versus 
the East, Masters against pupils, 

Britain won two matches easily. The 
third was a very narrow thing. Enough to

prove the Russians hadarrivedasa maj- 
or speedway power. 

At the World Final that year they were 
the most successful nation collectively, 
with Plechanov second, Samorodov 
fourth and Kurilenko seventh. 

Then they went on to meet the super- 
Swedes, unbeatable on their own tracks, 
And they walloped them. Which even the 
British couldn't do, 

But that was the limit, From then their 
supremacy, if it could be called that, 
declined rapidly. 

In a return match against Britain they 
were trounced. Their world champion- 
Ship chances faded as Plechanov aged. 

Now they are almost outside the 
world’s top six dirt track nations. 

They have a long tail with no obvious 
replacements for Plechanov and Samoro- 
dov, whose careers are slowly drawing 
to a close, 

Unless they come up with some start- 
ling new prospects the future of Russian 
speedway at international level looks 
bleak,

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OREGON STATE 
CHAMPIONSHIP ENDURO

LEES CAMP, ORE. May 18, 1969 — 
Sunday was a wet day for the Oregon 
State Enduro Championship sponsored 
by the Lobo Motorcycle Club at Lee's 
Camp near Tillamook, Oregon. On the 
previous day, with fair weather and 
temperatures in the mid-eighties, 81 
riders showed up ready to enjoy the kind 
of riding that is at its best out in the 
puckerbrush. Mother Nature and her 
weather often plays tricks as she did 
today, she caught about one-third of the 
riders without adequate rain gear on this 
18 mile run. If nothing else, the wet ones 
gained a lot of experience in finding out 
that sometimes you can't even trust 
Mother Nature. 

With confidence, one of the older riders 
(almost as old as this «silver fox”) 
confided that his pipeline has it that the 
first half is like a road tour with a little 
creek here and a puddle there and that 
you'll really have to ride this dude with 
the brakes on most the way. The truth of 
the matter is that this was absolutely 
right up to the first mile after the start. 
Right off the bat the riders found out 
that not only Mother Nature and the 
weather have fouled some riders, but 
also the two nitwits who laid out the 
course, Real soft! You bet! First it’s up 
a short, steep pitch that no bike without 
a few ponies could pull and then a mile 
later, blasting through two consecutive 
river crossings with boulders half the 
size of your front wheel. Outside of 
killing my engine about the only other 
thing that seemed important was the 
water in the top of my knee high boots 
while the idiot spectators on the bank 
chuckled to themselves, thinking ‘‘look 
at that silly schlock — can’t even keep 
his engine going in only 3 feetof water". 

Finally, 8B, that's me, blasted off for 
the next mile or so until the sign by the 
road reading “5 mile check point". My 
speedometer said 2.8 and I thought **My 
gawd, the clod that laid this out must 
really be a rinky dink rider with a real 
fast gauge. Come to find out a mile later 
my high powered speedometer still read 
2.8 miles. I’ve already lost one nights 
sleep riding this run under the covers, 
so more fretting isn’t going to help win 
top honors. (Ha! So far the only honors 
this dog has ever won is contributing to 
the trophy that some other knothead 
wins. However, I will say that the ex- 
ercise is stimulating. Big deal.) Well, 
Pm here, the bike is still running, got my 
rain gear, so might as well get my 
moneys worth, Off we go hugging the 
inside edge of what was an old road, 
dodging boulders, stumps and slides as 
the road climbs from near sea level to 
about 2,000 ft. elevation and into the 
clouds, And then— doomsville for about 
half the 81 riders, All of a sudden there 
was a push and pack hill that nobody — 
absolutely nobody could make unless 
they had a lot of speed, hung onto the 
horns and kept the throttle rolled to the 
wall, Small boulders and loose dirt on a 


30 degree slope gives you about as much 
traction as riding your machine in asil- 
ver thaw. Finally, after 20 minutes and 
with a lot of help and tongue hanging out 
like a red necktie, my trusty 4 stroke 
single and I went on over the top and 
down to the gravel road, sliding the turns, 
leaping chuck holes and small washouts. 
This worked keen up to the point where 
there was a washout on the far side of a 
180 degree curve. (Fortunately, I am 
quite flexible and adjust easily to such 
change, including racked handlebars). 

At the 30 minute noon stop I decided 
to ride along with some other clubmem- 
bers for company since I was more or 
Jess on a lark without a speedometer. 
We four took it very easy watching the 
one man who had a speedometer that was 
still operable. (At this point Pm notsure 
he really knew what he was doing but at 
the time he looked good). As the run 
progressed we got into some good stuff 
that stood on its ear and had a few nice 
switehbacks and good traction (i.e., no 
downed riders to buzz over). We zigged 
and zagged up to the crown of a hill that 
was loose and rocky. Not many made it 
over withoutpushand pack and, of course, 
there was a live check right at the top. 
After our group collected itself at the 
summit and gulped a few chestfulls of 
air, we had one bike with a rear shock 
bent about double from having looped and 
crashed into a big rock. Oh boy! The 
rigid frame days are back and we've got 
20 miles to go yet. Up we go, further into 
the clouds and rain to the point where 
visibility is less than 30 feet. After wan- 
dering around aimlessly, feeling for the 
trail markers in the trees, the runeven- 
tually started losing elevation ina hurry. 
Nearly 1500 feet down through the pec- 
kerpolls and brush with moisture laden 
branches and leaves swiping atyour face 
and neck every inch of the way. Finally, 
at the bottom we came to another river. 
To the left was what appeared to be the 
natural trail through still, clear water. 
Someone once told me that still water 
runs deep, Since water is wet and does 
not encourage the performance of my 
engine, I thought perhaps I should think 
seriously about an alternate route. Sho 
nuff! Hang to the right, shinny down a 
short steep rock slope and wash la! we’ve 
got white water. Boy! am I glad I took a 
second look at that water crossing. The 
rider about 5 minutes ahead of me took 
the obvious route on his Greeves and 
could easily have used his handlebarsas 
a snorkle if he had had it hooked up that 
way. Since he didm't, it was a case of 
spending a half hour drying and raining 
the machine out before it would light off 
again, 

Finally we blubbered into the finish, 
had a little “‘stump juice’’ and, for some 
strange reason, everything seemed tobe 
not so bad after all, 

Only 15 of 81 riders completed the 
course with Jerry Zenger on a 650 
Triumph being the overall winner. (But 
than I didn’t need any overalls anyway).

Where It Seems To Be At 


The speedway machine is the essential 
motorcycle. It is only two skinny wheels 
and a giant motor, wired together by the 
skimpiest frame, controlled by divining 
rod handlebars, It has a throttle, and 
sometimes a clutch. But there is no gear- 
box, no brakes, and practically zero con- 
veniences for the rider. The speedway 
bike has one footrest on the right side 
and occasionally a hook on the topframe 
tube to grip the rider's right knee dur- 
ing slides. 

The kind of action speedway racing 
provides is of the same essential nature. 
It is entirely man versus man, for the 
machines almost always are capable of 
more performance than anyone can use. 
The action takes place in the turns, and 
ideally, the speedway is oval shaped а1- 
lowing for one big turn, around and 
around for four laps per race. 

Accomplished speedway artists circle 
the track in a bunch, often touching each 
other, as they manipulate their handle- 
bars hard on right lock in one big per- 
petual save from flag to flag. 

Speedway racing was big time in the 
U.S, during the depression-trodden ‘thir- 
ties and even shortly after the war. 
America produced speedway world 
champions (see Jack Milne profile in this 
issue) and the races packed ‘em in seven 
nights a week, Special speedway ma- 
chines such as the Harley-Davidson and 
Crocker motorcycles were manufactured 
in this country for the sport, 


Where Did It Go? 

Then it all ended in the U.S. Why? The 
best answer we can find is that, as rac- 
ers improved their skills, someone dis- 
covered how to get around the track fast- 
er without crossing up. Soon everyone 
copied the style and the spectacular 
slides with their resultant rooster-tails 
were gone from the show. After that, 
AMA Class C type modified production 
races offered a better show, plus a cer- 
tain amount of brand name rivalry. Class 
A (speedway) racing died out and Class 
C took over. 

There was a lean period from about 
1959 to 1965 in speedway racing through- 
out the world, but it never died out com- 
pletely, There is no mystery why speed- 
way has survived as a spectator attrac- 
tion, nor any wonder that it is enjoying 
a strong revival now in the U.S, It’s 
always been a purely professional show— 
fast paced, hotly raced and well show- 
cased. 

Now That It’s Here, Where’s It 
Going? 

Where U.S, speedway will gofrom here 
is anybody’s guess, Already promoters 
are planning a western circuit to take in 
L.A., San Francisco, Seattle and points : 
in between, There is talk of a portable 
speedway track, that can be set up and 
taken down in a few hours and used any- 
where, Certainly the men who manage 
to put together such a speedway show as 
is now being planned will cash in heavily. 
Whether the opportunity will be handled 
to its profitable conclusion only remains 
to be seen,

JACK MILNE WAS THE BEST speed- 
way racer in the world in 1937 and held 
the World’s Championship to prove it, 
We could think of no better authority to 
tell you what speedway racing was like in 
the past so we drove out to Jack’s motor- 
cycle dealership in Pasadena for a talk 
with the personable ex-champ, 

Speedway racing was big in the thirties, 
not only in Europe but here in America 
as well. Tracks dotted the country and 
riders toured the “hamburger circuit’ 
as it was called. The good ones, like 
Jack, made a pretty fair living. 

Jack was the best there was in 1937 
and runnerup in 1938, He was number one 
in the States and went to Australia and 
England to challenge the finest in the 
British Empire. Jack and a few other 
Americans left an impression on the 
*Pommies'" that remains to this day. 
The British motorcycling press stili 
says from time to time, “Give those 
Yanks a few years at Speedway racing 
and they'll trounce our boys." Jack re- 
members people saying, **Those bloody 
Yanks are mad. Lookat howfast they go!l’’ 

Jack says he had three good years of 
riding in America under his belt before 
he went to England. “The reason we did 
well was that we were used to riding 
small tracks and big tracks and every 
size in between," he said, 

There were enough trecks in California 
that a man could ride seven nigitts a 
week, traveling from San DiegotoSacra- 
mento, **We would load up a trailer with 
a bike for each of us and a spare and 
head for the next race, It was kind of a 
grind though; this was in the days when 
freeways were unheard of and it was a 
four or five hour drive from Los Angeles 
to San Diego." Jack shook his head and 
grinned. 

“We raced in places like college 
tracks, the same places foot races were 
run, and there were even races held in 
Yankee Stadium,” 30,000 people showed 
up for some of these Gotham races until 
the Baseball Commissioner put a stop 
to it. Probably because Speedway was 
outdrawing baseball in “The House That 
Ruth Built’.

There was even a championship 
held at the Los Angeles Coliseum ac- 
-cording to Jack. 

The quality of racing wasn’t the same 
all over the country. ‘There were easier 
pickings back east but the money was on 
the west coast." Jack stayed on the west 
coast, 

Speedway races were good places for 
celebrities to be seen and photographed. 
Some of them were real fans though, 
Jack remembers Clark “Gable and Andy 
Devine as being true devotees of the 
cinder tracks, 

The light speedway machines were 
much the same then as now. High com- 
pression ratios, around fifteen to one, 
burned alcohol at a terrific rate, The 
American races featured running starts 
and there was no need for clutches, Jack 
remembers the first time they arrived 
in Australia, It was a long boat ride, “А 
nice vacation, really, but when, we got 
there we found the Aussies raced froma 
standing start. We unloaded the bikes and 
raced that night, They changed to a run- 
ning start until we could install 
clutches.'* 

From Australia they went to England 
where Jack skirmished until the out- 
break of World War II put an end to 
racing. 
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Jack has changed little from the days he was 
number one, except maybe to become more 
affable. 


Interest in the sport declined slowly 
and the tracks closed down one by one. 

«Things run in cycles and the people 
grew disinterested. Television kept them 
at home in the early fifties,” said Jack, 

Speedway racing has enjoyed a real 
upsurge in England in the last four 
years and is rising in popularity in 
southern California, Two tracks are run- 
ning weekly programs locally, one in 
Saugus and the other in Pacoima. Jack 
thinks the speedways will be big again 
and is opening another track in Costa 
Mesa June 13th. 

‘Motorcycling needs races in clean, 
attractive surroundings a guy can take 
his date to,” said Jack. 

He believes the foreign riders are 
beter than our Americans right now but 
with a few years of steady riding we 
could easily compete with their best. 

*A] tne Americans need is three or 
four good tracks and a regular circuit 
and the better riderscculd make a living. 
As it is now mosit American racers work 
five days a week and ride on weekends. 
In England there are апу узо сап de- 
vote all their time to racing, There isno 
lack of ambitious and able Americans 
who would like to be full-time profes- 
sional racers,” 

Jack believes that he and others like 
him could provide that opportmity again.

WHAT IS THE DIFFERENCE between 
speedway and flat track racing? Why do 
some riders prefer one over the other? 
Why are European riders supposedly so 


much better than Americans at this 


sport? What does American speedway 


need to make it the big attraction it was _ 


in the thirties when fans, as many as 
30,000 of them, jammed Yankee Stadium 
to watch championship races? 

We went to Whiteman Stadium Saturday 
night to answer these questions in the 
words of four of America's best Speed- 
way riders. 

Steve Bast, Rick Woods, Sonny Nutter, 
and Greg Haserot read like an all-star 
lineup of cinder racers. 

Steve likes speedway because, ''It's 
different. It's a lot safer than flattrack- 
ing. (This was minutes after Steve was 
involved in a spectacular pile-up that 
sent Larry Heinselman to the hospital 
with a broken collar bone), There is 
more seriousness. The close competi- 
tion, These are reasons why I like speed- 
way more than anything else.” 

About the future of speedway, Steve had 
this to say: “We need more promoters 
and more riders, More people would ride 
if bikes were easier to get and if parts 
were cheaper, I see a good future if 
everything can get together.” 

Steve is a member of a famous racing 
family and has been an Expert for four 
of the six years he has been racing. 

Rick Woods has raced in Australia and 
New Zealand. We asked him how he did 
against some of the best riders in the 
world on their home grounds, “ʻI won the 
last race I was entered in, otherwise, I 
learned a lot.” 


Rick says, “The difference between 


the Aussies and the Americans is that 
they (the Aussies) are crazy.Justcrazy. 
They leave the throttle on all the way 
around the track and the tracks are 
bumpy and have шин right in the 
middle of them.” 

Rick told us that Australian Ces Platte

is coming over here in July. Ces holds 
the track record at Showgrounds, Sydney, 
the track where Chuck Jones was severe- 
ly injured last year. He has ten years 
experience, 

Rick continued, ‘‘Barry and Ivancame 
over here last year, (Barry Briggs, four- 
time World's Champion, and Ivan 
Mauger, current champion) and set all 
kinds of records, We've already broken 
their records so it should be a different 
story the next time they come over, I 
broke their record here at Whiteman, 
then knocked it farther down, and then 
Sonny Nutter broke it and holds it now. 


All we need to insure a good future for 
speedway is more sponsors and tuners. 
There is no lack of guys who want to 
ride and would do a fine job with a little 
experience,” 

Sonny Nutter, California State Cham- 
pion, is proudest of holding the track 
records at both Whiteman and Saugus 
Speedways. 

He put his like for speedway racing 
bluntly, ‘‘It’s more fun and less danger- 
ous and I’m better at it, It’s the only kind 
of racing you can slide a lot.” 

Sonny is learning to ride standing up. 
He explains the advantages of riding 
«European style”: **Sitting down, you 
get the rear wheel around to a certain 
point and down you go. Standing up you 
lean forward and steer the front wheel 
and you don't give a damn what the rear 
wheel does.” 

Sonny, owner of a motorcycle shop in 
Santa Monica, wants to go to Europe as 
soon as he's ready. He says, “The 
Europeans not only go fast, they have the 
ability to pass in a crowded pack, Most 
of us don’t have that much skill yet.” 








have the same amount of horsepower so 
it’s not just the man with the most power- 
ful machine who wins, It’s a real man- 
to-man battle. ll admit though, riding 
against guys like Sammy Tanner sort of 
psyches you out, You feellike a couple 
of years ago you were down in the pits 
at Ascot getting his autograph and here 
you are riding against him!” 

Greg says the big difference between 
the Americans and Europeans is that we 
don't get to ride as many nights in the 
weeks as they do. ‘‘We need more pro- 
motion, more tracks to ride on and we’d 
be competitive with anyone.” 

Will speedway get its feet off the 
ground and be the giant it was? It’s any- 
body’s guess really. The riders are 
willing and even anxious and with the 
help of some aggressive promotion and 
regular attendance we might yet see the 
true renewal of this grand old sport. 


WHO SANCTIONS SPEEDWAY? 

In America the answer to that ques- 
tion is, nobody. Nobody yet, anyway. 
Without a responsible sanctioning con-

It was a chilly and drizzly morning in 
March as the two high school buddies 
headed their heavily laden Yamaha DT- 1 
Enduros away from their La Jolla, Calif. 
homes on an adventure that would take 
them over 1000 miles of the mosttortur- 
ous terrain on the North American con- 
tinent, They had received permission 
from La Jolla High School, where they 
were students, to start their Easter 
vacation a few days early to allow them 
sufficient time for the adventure for 
which they had been planning and pre- 


` paring for more than four years. Tom 


Markel, 17 and Scott Fitch, 16 were go- 
ing to attempt to make the Baja Run, 
The leisurely ride from San Diego to 
Calexico where they crossed the border 
into Mexico was uneventful, as was the 
130 mile breeze down the San Felipe, a 
popular resort fishing village on the Gulf 
of Baja California, It was at San Felipe 
that the boys had ‘trained’’ for their 
trip, as over the years they had gone 
there with Tom’s parents and then taken 
their little 80cc and 100cc Yamahas on 
cross country jaunts, using the village as 
their base. On one occasion they had 
ventured about 100 miles to Bahia de 
Los Angeles. They learned how to ride 
the treacherous countryside and what to 
carry and how. They also found that their 
little bikes were not strong enough nor 
powerful enough to give the performance 
that they thought they should have for 
dependability and the speed that they 
wanted to maintain, After checking sev- 
eral kinds of motorcycles, they decided 
on Yamaha 250cc DT-1 Enduros and 
never had reason to regret their choice. 
The only variation that they deemed 
necessary was to change the standard 
gearing for one a little higher so they 
could maintain ‘‘Freeway’’ speeds, 

After a seven hour run from San 
Diego, they arrived in San Felipe about 
4 p.m, on Friday, March 21st, where 
they made their camp on the beach, The 
boys carried no food with the exception 
of a few pieces of candy. They decided to 
trust their luck at being able to buy 
“Tortillas and beans" along the route. 
They carried three extra gallons of gaso- 
line, some spare oil and gallon of water 
on each bike. They also carried a bottle 
of halazone tablets to treat any water 
that they might get along the route. 

Among other things, they carried 
sleeping bags, tools, extra pistons, a 
complete set of spare cables, inner tubes 
and spark plugs. They were to travel 
1700 miles before they needed any of 
their emergency supplies. Thus, with 
what Spanish they had learned in high 
school, the young adventurers left San 
Felipe early Saturday morning on anad- 
venture that has stopped grown men and 
sophisticated machinery. 

They covered about 180 miles on their 
first day and noted in their log that 
nothing unusual or eventful had happened, 
Their stopping place was a primitive

village called Punta Prieta. They were 
able to buy gasoline for their machines 
and some food for themselves which they 
carried outside of the village and cooked 
over a campfire. 

They departed Punta Prieta about 7 
o’clock on the morning of the 23rd with 
plans to reach San Ignacio. South of El 
Arco on a long deeply rutted sandy road, 
the boys were speeding along about 50 or 
60 mph when upon rounding a blind curve, 
they met face toface witha pick-up truck, 
The ruts were a couple of feet deep and 
it was all they could do to get their 
mounts up and out after a lot of slipping 
and sliding. The Mexican lady who was 
driving the truck was frozen with fright 
to see the two machines hurtling at her. 
When it was all over, they exchanged 
smiles and waves and continued along 
their separate ways. 

Evening found them at San Lino which 
the boys described as a suburb of San 
Ignacio where they bedded down for the 
night, 

A mile south of San Lino, the road 


‘divides. One route goes by way of the 


Pacific Ocean and the other skirts the 
Gulf of Baja California, The boys madea 
mistake here and chose the wrong road 
which turned out to be the better way as 
they rode their machines for more than 
40 miles over tidal flats on the Pacific 
side where they were able to skim along 
at speeds of 60 to 65 mph, They logged 
166 miles and arrived at La Purisima 
about 3:45 on the afternoon of March 24th, 

After a good night’s rest they broke 
camp and headed south again, About 25 
miles out of La Purisima in a stretch of 
the road that could only be described as 
“Polvo”, the Spanish word for powder 
dust, Tom fell off his motorcycle three 
times in less than a mile. Needless to 
say, he was somewhat discouraged and 
was all for turning back, but Scott pre- 
vailed upon him to continue, and thus 
saved the expedition. 

Tuesday morning, four days out of San 
Felipe, Tom and Scott thought they should 


just about make it to their destination, 
La Paz, Baja California. They checked 
their supplies and decided that they were 
adequate to get them into La Paz, so 
about 7 a.m, they started their last leg. 

The day was uneventful, andas the last 
130 miles were paved, they considered 
themselves already there, However, 25 
miles out of La Paz, Tom's Yamaha 
sputtered to a stop. Investigation proved 
that it was no more than an empty gaso- 
line tank, but there wasn't enough in the 
reserve supply to get both bikes into La 
Paz, They put every drop of gas into 
Scott’s machine and he set out for town 
in order to bring some gas back for Tom, 
Waiting by his stalled steed Tom was 
approached by a farmer, who, when he 
learned of the trouble, gave him a gallon 
of gas and refused payment for it, He 
also explained that he had a well of good 
water if Tom would like a drink. Tom 
thanked him for the fuel but declined the 
water and headed for town — reasoning 
that as there was only one road, he would 
meet Scott on his way back, His reasoning 
was good and he and Scott rode into La 
Paz on the early afternoon of Tuesday, 
March 25th. 

After spending all day Wednesday in 
La Paz, they left about 4 o'clock Thurs- 
day afternoon on their return trip back 
up the Baja California peninsual, The 130 
miles of pavement on the first leg out of 
La Paz was the most boring of the entire 
trip, the boys agreed, They camped at the 
end of the pavement the first night on 
their return trip and it was here that 
Tom lost his pen and was unable to keep 
a log from then on, 

The journey north was by the Gulf 
route and took them through the villages 
of Loreto, Mulege and Santa Rosalia, In 
Santa Rosalia which is a mining town, 
the boys were trying to find their way 
through town and were confused by the 
many auxiliary roads which were made by 
the trucks from the mines and show more 
travel than the main highway. After an 
hour or so of ending up at dead-end 
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tailings and mines, they saw a light up on 
a hill that they decided to investigate. 

When they got there they found a huge 
lighted tunnel directly into the hillside, 
They parked their bikes to investigate 
when suddenly a huge mining truck 
groaned out of the lighted shaft. They 
asked the driver for instructions and 
after trying to follow them, they ended 
up at another dead-end and decided to 
camp right there, The next morning in 
daylight they had better luck and were 
able to find their way out of town even 
though at one time they were puzzled by 
everyone yelling directions at them until 
a policeman called their attention to the 
one-way street that they were going the 
wrong way on. They passed through San 
Ignacio and made it into El Arco by late 
evening on Friday the 28th, where they 
bought provisions and camped for the 
night. 

After a late start the next morning and 
about half way to Punta Prieta had their 
first trouble, Scott's rear tires had a 
puncture, They had patching equipment 
and fixed the tube, 

On Sunday the 30th, they began meet- 
ing the influx of Easter Vacation tour- 
ists and after a week of almost utter 
desolation, the boys were overwhelmed 
by the many Jeeps, dune buggies and 
camper trucks that they were meeting on 
the road. “It was very disheartening’ 
said Scott. 

They left Punta Prieta the morning of 
March 31st and 25 miles out of the vil- 
lage, Scott's other tire went flat, This 
time they replaced the tube with a new 
one and continued on with the idea of 
camping at a lovely cove called SanLuis 
Gonzaga, where they had found solitude 
on former trips. 

“There must have been a thousand 
people there” lamented Tom, “Вебуееп 
the ‘red tide’ and the tourists, the place 
literally stank’’ he added. Another sign 
of “progress” were the signs saying 
*Private property'No Camping", Al- 
though it was not to their liking, they had 
to stay overnight before going into San 
Felipe the following morning, April 1st, 
They reported as many as 1000 campers 
in Puertocitos, a little village about 50 
miles south of San Felipe. 

As there was still vacation time left, 
the boys stripped their bikes of every- 
thing and put the lower gearing back on 
and competed with the dune buggies in 
climbing the sand hills in back of San 
Felipe, They happily report that they had 
no difficulty in showing up the 4- wheeled 
vehicles, 

The boys parents were waiting for them 
in San Felipe and the young adventurers 
were happy to load their bikes into Mr, 
Markels pick-up for the return trip to 
their La Jolla home. 

Although the boys had a good time, they 
don't think that they want to make a habit 
of the Baja Run, Scott, however, plans on 
trying Moto-X and cross country racing 
in the future, and Tom thinks that he 
might go in for desert and cross country 
racing, At present, however, both boys 
are set on getting a good education,

The glory, color, and traditions of Old 
Mexico are now within the reach of every 
road rider in the Southland witli the open- 
ing of “Fiesta 200'' in San Diego, A real 
adventure on two wheels, it’s a “little 
World’s Fair” of Mexican arts, crafts, 
culture, and fashions. 

Working artisans (from deep in Mexi- 
co’s interior) are demonstrating their 
skills in glass blowing, weaving, wood- 
carving, painting, and much more, Better 
yet, it’s all free— there is no admission 
charge to the fairgrounds and if you wish 
to purchase the products, there's noduty 
to pay, no border to cross, or insurance 
worries, etc, 

It's all part of the year long celebra- 
tion of San Diego's 200th birthday, The 
fair opened May 1 and will run non-stop 
until November 2 in the section of San 
Diego known as Old Town, Old it is — 
historically it’s the spot where California 
was born and site of the first settlement 
established 200 years ago. 

So call up your cycle mates and point 
the bikes south on 101 (Interstate 5), If 
you go inland via 395, jog west on old 80 
(18), pick up 5 and turn south. Your turn- 
off is the first off ramp below the inter- 


inders Class C — 5/16/69 
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change (5 & 8), clearly marked Old Town. 
Turn east to San Diego Street and from 
there on its simply follow the crowd 
north. With a little gall and consideration 
(like not blocking the driveways) youcan 
fit the machines into some obviously un- 
used space on Calhoun Street close 
enough to the action to be eyeballed oc- 
casionally, The grounds open at 10 a.m, 
Saturday and Sunday (noon daily) and the 
festivities continue to 10 p.m, 

“Leetle Mexico” is three blocks long 
and is four distinct areas all connected 
by ‘ Avenida Los 200’’. 

At the very north end is BAZAR PICO; 
a charming enclosed patio with it’s own 
“cantina” offering refreshments, enter- 
tainment, curio shops and art exhibits. 
It's a good place to relax and rest the 
feet while you listen to one of the two 
Mariachi Bands which perform there 
when not strolling up and down the Aven- 
ida, 

The Pink PLAZA ROSA section has a 
forty foot stage for entertainment such 
as bull-fighting techniques and lariat 
exhibitions by famous charros of Mexico, 
An enclosed theatre, seating 350 offers 
alternating marionette and magic per- 
formances. Here, too, is recreated an

authentic Mexican outdoor “‘cantina,’’ a 
glass-blowing factory with a stand-up 
viewing area for 300 and myriad of color- 
ful concession stands and shops. 

All the excitement and action ofa busy 
Mexican marketplace such as you might 
find in Morelia (Michoacan) is in the 
MERCADO MEXICANO with the products 
of artisans and painters on display and 
for sale. Each stall is a kaleidoscope of 
the finest Mexican handicrafts. You can 
watch native urns take shape from an 
ugly hunk of copper worked at first with 
20 Ib. sledge hammers and finally deli- 
cate mallets as skilled hands beat in the 
decorative pattern. One wood-worker 
turns his lathe by hand and uses his toes 
to guide his chisel. 

Everything in these three areas is 
authentic. Having visited a glass factory 
in Tlaquepaque, Jalisco (on the motor- 
cycle of course), I was amazed at just 
how authentic the builders were able to 
recreate the appearance andatmosphere 
without actually dismantling and trans- 
porting the original. 

The southernmost section, FERIA SAN 
DIEGO would ruin the entire setting if it 
was not so distinctly set apart, It is 
mostly gaming concessions of the fami- 
liar type; darts, penny pitch (only now 
it’s a dime), shooting galleries complete 
with loud hawking, not in Spanish but 
English. Here also is the Arena seating 
3500 where the famous ‘Flying Indians 
of Papantl’’ and a ballet Folkloricofrom 
Mexico alternate performances. The ac- 
tual dive and dance (done on an eighteen 
inch platform atop a 100 footpole) can be 
seen from anywhere on or near the 
grounds, but it’s only a small part of the 
act. Don’t miss the entire performance 
and catch it if possible after dark under 
the colored lights, It’s spectacular. 


Unless you have small children whe 
will enjoy it, forget the magic show, It’s 
pretty “blah” for adults. The marion- 
ettes, however, are something else — 
excellent and fascinating. 

Delicious authentic (not hot) Mexican 
food is available at the cantinas and 
restaurants. 

Fiesta 200 is the real thing. Most of 
the artisans and entertainers are new to 
the U.S. and don't yet speak English, 
This only accentuates the color and tra- 
ditions of Fiesta,

Keeter Can't Ride 
World Championship

LONDON, TUESDAY, MAY 27; DeWayne 
Keeter, the sole American currently 
campaigning in British Speedway league 
racing, has been prohibitied from com- 
peting in the Speedway Championship of 
the World. 

All British riders are required to 
compete in three qualifying rounds on 
English tracks. From there they go 
through to the semi finals, British final, 
European final and ultimately the World 
Final itself, 

It was anticipated Keeter would have 
been permitted to contest the three quali- 
fying rounds. However he is classified 
as a foreigner in England because he 
needs a work permit to ride. This places 
him in the same category as the Swedes, 
Norwegians and other such nationalities 
who have to return to their native 
countries to contest elimination rounds, 
Unfortunately this leaves Keeter right out 
in the cold because no elimination rounds 
are held in America, 

He is the first American rider for 
many years to join British speedway and 
the F.I,M, (the controlling body of Euro- 
pean motor sport) had not madeany pro- 
vision for U.S.A. riders to compete for 
the World Crown. 

DeWayne's promoter, Leicester boss 
Ron Wilson, pressed to have him included 
in the British rounds but without success, 
Wilson said *I will not be lettting the 
matter rest, I will continue to put his 
case to the higher-ups, so that Keeter, 
like any other rider in the world of prov- 
en cability, will be given the chance to 
participate in this great event.” 
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Shorty Seaborne took his second Expert Main win in as many wins. Sammy panner led most of the 
way but Seaborne managed to pass him coming into the last stari ghtaway before the flag.

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Then the diminutive ace ran fourth in 
a four rider field in the Trophy Dash. 
But when it really counted for the money 
and the points the little man from Lawn- 
dale was leading the way across the line 
over nine expert riders. 

It was a big night for the smaller 500's 
that are still hanging around Ascot like 
there will be no tomorrow. The 500 rid- 
ers took the top three spots intheexpert 
time trials, Keith Mashburn, the ama- 
teur, for the third straight week out- 
timed all the experts on his Yamaha 350 
to go even smaller. 

The dash was made up of four riders, 
all riding 500cc machines, Three were 
entered by the same tuner, Dick Kelm. 
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Mashburn took a header in his heat 
race and passed the dash trying to clear 
up his headache, He came back in the 
amateur final but took it extra easy for 
a non-contending fifth place. 

Don Dudek upset Terry Donaher in one 
of the amateur heats, Donaher had not 
lost a heat race in five weeks. Dudek had 
not won one all season long, Then Dudek 
returned to lead the amateur final until 
he too fell off leaving the way clear for 
Donaher to pick up the win for the fifth 
time in six weeks on his 500 Velocette. 

The novice action was just as wild 
with unranked and non-winner Phil Hinkle 
doing the job on point leader Don Emde 
in the elimination heat race, Then Emde 
was turned back in the regulation heat by 
fast improving Tod Sloane. 

Sloane had earlier put it on Freddie 
Edwards in their elimination bash and 
for the first time this year both Edwards 
and Emde were turned back on the same 
night, 

Things were different in the final with 
Emde going on for the win and Edwards 
coming up from the back to take second, 
just the way things have been most of the 
season, Edwards came very close to not 
riding the main event by placing fourth 
in the regulation heat race, the last 
transfer to the final, 











Geezer Emick moved into fast-time- 
expert spot but fell off in the final and 
finished last on what was deemeda tricky 
track by all in competition. Ron Kruse- 
man and Tim Harris also fell during the 
expert 15 lap feature with Harris being 
hauled away but later released, 

Second year expert Lloyd Houchins 
surprised all by coming into the trophy 
dash as analternate replacing Mashburn. 
Lloyd then went on and won the eventfor 
his first dash win in three seasons of 
trying on the big bikes, He is the sixth 
rider to win the event in nine weeks, 
- The half mile riders share the spot- 
light this coming weekend with the TT 
riders, Ascot plays host to a twin bill 
of cycle racing with the half milers going 
on Friday night and the TT on Saturday 
evening. 

A special added attraction both nights 
will be a ‘‘Wheelie’’ contest for money 
on the half mile, The rider that goes the 
farthest on the rear wheel each night 
picks up the money. 

The contest is open to all riders but 
featured will be the wheelie artists from 
last winter who rode lightweights just 
about all the way around the shorter 
quarter mile that lays inside the half 
mile oval. This time all will try the 
half mile,

Ascenzi Ascends Seattle Hill 


SEATTLE, WASH,, May 25 — Veteran 
professional hillclimber Lydian Ascenzi 
swept both the 45 cubic inch and the 80” 
expert events of the Jolly Roger M/C’s 
class ‘‘C’’ chain climb in Seattle today. 
Ascenzi led the dwindling group of ex- 
perts over the 500 foot hill, astride his 
ancient Indian Scout with a time of 17.52 
seconds on his third round ride. Tri- 
umph mounted and the only other climber 
to top the hill in the smaller class, 
Chuck Hodson of Portland madea gallant 
effort on his final ride, but clocked 21,12 
seconds for second place, 

In the big-bore class, Ascenzi took the 
first round lead with a time of 18.72. 
Choosing not to take a pass until some- 
body had bettered his time, Lydian’s 
second ride sizzled over at 15.22, the 
fastest time of the day. His third ride 
was aborted by mechanical failure, No 
other experts topped the dusty and loose 
surfaced hill which was aggravated by 
the unusual lack of spring rain in the 
Seattle area, 

In the novice 45’’ event Charlie Thielke 
of Seattle just nipped the finish string 
with his front wheel to stop the clocksat 
18.40 on his first round attempt, He then 
chose to wait and see if any other of the 
freshlings could beathis time, None of the 
others could come close to the crest so 
his single ride was good enough. 

The first round of the 80” class saw 
Portland’s Don Fuller grind his way to 
the top with an amazingly slow time of 
33.28 seconds. None of the novices clear- 
ed the hill in the second round, butin the 
third stanza John Estep flew over at 
15.80 and took the lead, Fuller had dam- 


aged his Harley on his second attempt 
and former national champion John Mar- 
tinolich was feverishly wrenching and 
wiring the machine back into shape inan 
effort to regain the top spot, Fuller, 
making the last novice ride of the day 
shot over the formidable hill, but the 
timer showed 18,77 seconds, shelving 
him in second place, 

Chain hillclimbing on the west coast 
seems to be drifing toward extinction, It 
seems to be dying from within, It's not 
the lack of spectator interest that's kill- 
ing off this sport as no matter how poor- 
ly publicized a motorcycle hillclimb is, 
it still seems to draw large crowds of 
innocent fans who still think the motor- 
cycle sport is hillclimbing. However at 
the event they see only a handful of 
contestants, 

Once a novice gains enough points to 
advance to the expert class he finds 
himself competing with an assortment of 
30 year veterans riding some heavy- 
turning pre-war V-Twins, who torque is 
hard to match, Generally he drops from 
the scene and the sport stagnates, An- 
other factor involved is the lack of 
events to make the necessary prepara- 
tion worthwhile. The old hillclimb ori- 
ented clubs are disappearing along with 
their hills. 

Perhaps up-dating of equipment re- 
quirements, formation of a climber asso- 
ciation similar to the Midwest's class 
“A” group, and introduction of a light- 
weight class toattract some of the hordes 
of twostrokes that seem to dominate the 
other facets of motorcycling sport would 
revive this exciting and spectacular 
sports attraction.

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The Care And Feeding Of A Winning Desert Rider 


By Jack Ross 

Every week many novices 
become painfully aware that 
bravery is a poor substitute 
for skill and experience. The 
following tips will help your 
daysof competition be smooth- 
er and more rewarding. 


Mental attitude is the key to success- 
ful competition, Your mind must be free 
to concentrate on the race course. To 
do this requires confidence that you and 
your machine can go the distance. To 
gain this confidence requires careful 
preparation. 

Preparation begins on the Monday be- 
fore Sunday’s race. This involves an 
assessment of what demands. will be 
Placed оп you by the course and what 
machine maintenance will be necessary. 
On Tuesday, buy what parts and equip- 
ment you will need. Buying your parts 
early will avoid the panic you will beput 
through if you wait till the last minute 
and ‘then find your dealer out of stock, 

Nightly jogging from two to five miles 
will prepare your body for the rigors it 
will have to endure. 

Complete the maintenance work on 
your machine by Friday night. Saturday 
should be spent in a relaxed mood with 
nothing to do but take a short check ride 
of your machine and pack for Sunday’s 
outing. Get your track, car or trailer 
serviced and loaded Saturday afternoon, 


Skip Breakfast 


Having had ample time during the 
week for careful machine preparation, 
you will have confidence in its ability to 
finish the race. Spend Saturday thinking 
about riding Sunday’s race carefully, 
surely, and winning! Omitthe jogging and 
get to sleep early Saturday evening. 

Arrive at the race courseatleast three 
hours before the start of the race. Do 
not eatbreakfastSunday morning.Hungry 
racers ride harder! A full stomach will 
take the edge off the seriousness of com- 
petition, Welcome tension or ‘ butter- 
flies” as a sign that you are ready men- 
tally for the contest. Your nervousness 
will stop the moment the race starts. 

Locate the registration area immedi- 
ately upon reaching the race course and 
get officially entered in the race. Ask 
the officials for a run-down on the course 
characteristics. This information is gen- 
erally given at the riders meeting, but 
most officials will take the time to brief 
you if asked in a pleasant manner. This 
will give you more time to set firmly in 
your mind just what to expect on the 
course. Be sure to find out such points 
as; the starting line, where start banner 
will be, where smoke bomb will be, 
length of each lap, and the number of 
check points on the course. With this 
information you can determine whatpace 
you will ride at and on whatlaps you will 
need to make pit stops for gas and oil. 

Unload your equipment and set up your 
pit. Be sure your tools will be handy in 
case you need repairs. Withallprepara- 
tions complete, you can now concentrate 
on learning what obstacles are in the 
starting area. 


Check Out The Starting Area 


Suit up completely, just as if you were 
ready to start the race, This will allow 
your protective equipment to settle out on 
you and will not be cumbersome when 
you start the race, Above all, wear your 
helmet, even though you will just be tak- 
ing easy. Remember, “when you need 
your helmet, you won't have time to get 
it! 

Find the upwind end of the starting 
line, Starting from this position will 
keep the dust left by the faster riders 
from obscuring your vision. Head out to 
the smoke bomb at a very easy pace. 
Take note of the terrain to the right and 
left of your intended path, You may have 
to move to an. alternate heading if your 
path becomes crowded. 

When you reach the ssioke bomb, find 
a nearby rise and survey the path you 
have just taken to the smoke bomb as 
compared to the terrain of other head- 
ings from the -starting line. If the path 
you have chosen seems to be as good as 
any, return to the starting line. Do not 
ride onto the marked course as this is 
grounds for disque ification. 

Ride over your selected heading from 
the starting line again at a relaxedpace, 
Take special note of terrain dangers, 
such as large rocks, hidden ravines, etc., 
and catalog them in your mind. Return to 
the starting line and re-ride this head- 
‘ing, increasing your pace until you can 
ride as fast as your ability allows with- 


out -being reckless. When you are satis- 
fied that you are familiar with the start- 
ing area, return to your pit. 

Use your time remaining until the 
riders briefing for a check of your ma- 
chine, Be sure andfill the gas tank. Avoid 
idle talk in the pits, Keep your thoughts 
to yourself and the demands of the race. 
Attend the riders meeting even though 
you may now know quite a bit about the 
course. Last minute changes frequently 
occur, As soon as the meeting finishes, 


£o directly to your selected starting po- 


sition, Chances are likely that other 
riders will occupy your spot if you lag. 


Self-Confidence Is The Key 


With thorough preparation of your ma- 
chine and a good knowledge of the course, 
you will have the confidence needed for 
winning. Your mind will be free of any 
doubts as to the adequacy of you or your 
machine, This will allow you to concen- 
trate on the course, When the starting 
banner is raised, be hungry for its drop. 
Keep in mind that it will drop; don’t be 
left sitting there hypnotized, gazing at 
the banner after it has fallen. 

With the start underway, be oblivious 
to the hundreds of riders around you. 
You know your heading and you know the 
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pace you can ride safely to the smoke 
bomb. 


Pick up the marked course at the 
smoke bomb and stay closely on it. The 
course is marked for hidden dangers, 
Riding off the course may leave you at 
the bottom of an abandoned mine without 
anyone seeing you disappear. 

Concentration now becomes doubly 


important as you need to “burn a hole” 


in the trail ahead in order to react to 
conditions. Distractions to your concen- 
tration from side thoughts aroused by 


doubts in you or your machine will cost 
you reaction time and could cause youto 
overlook a danger, If the course will re- 
peat over the same trail, note the out- 
standing dangers and be looking for them 
the next time around. 


Keep Racing 
About midway through the race, the 
faster riders will be farther ahead and 
the slower riders will be lagging behind 
you. This is the nemesis of the novice

rider, "With no riders in sight to race 
after, you will unknowingly slow your 
pace down, When this situation arises, 
you must mount new determination to 
pressure your pace. Eventually the rider 
ahead will come into view and charge up 
your determination to pass him, More 
than likely, this will be just'the rider you 
have to beat to win. 

In the later stages of the race, the 
jogging you did to condition your body 
will pay off as riders slowdue tofatigue, 
Fatigue dulls reactions, increasing the 
possibility of a crash. 

With the flash of the checkered flag you 
will have the satisfaction of knowing that 
you rode a good race even though you 
may not have won, Racing every Sunday, 
you will find that your overall finish po- 
sition will be better each time by about 
three positions. By not riding above your 
ability you will have avoided crashes 
which may have injured you, and at the 
very least, set your confidence back, 

Spend Sunday’s after race hours ina 
free and easy mood going over the days 
trials and tribulations withfellowriders, 
Make special note of the circumstances 
leading to any serious accidents. Sunday 
evening will give you solitude to assess 
the mistakes you’ve made and review 
what has been learned. 

Start Monday, preparing for next Sun- 
day’s race. With proper preparation, 
your skill and experience developed, you 
will be a winner!

PACOIMA, CAIL., May 31 — Spectators 
were treated to their first night of all 
cheat-free starts. This not only seemed 
to make it fair for all riders, but ap- 
peared to increse the action as well, 
Starts being even, the riders had to get 
off the line or be in the pack in the first 
corner. In the fourth heat, Lonnie Arnold 
and Greg Haserot leaped off the line to- 
gether and as they went into the first 
corner, Lonnie was just a little too anx- 
ious and lost it right in front of Joe 
Chanky who had to choose between hitting 
Lonnie or his machine, and just missed 
him by inches as Arnolds’ machine was 
spinning when he hit it and itflipped both 
bikes into the air in spectacular fashion. 
Lucikily, neither rider was injured and 
both were able to come back for the re- 
start. 

Steve Bast and Rick Woods won their 
semis handily to earn a spot in the A 
main, but Greg Haserot had it a little 
rough in the third semi as Stu Morley 
moved up on him after Greg led off the 
line. As Stu stuck a wheel under him on 
the corner, Greg went wide and Stumoved 
into the lead, Haserot came right back in 
the next corner to-do the same thing to 
Stu to take the lead again, but only for a 
half a lap as Stu took it back again and 
this time held it until the last corner 
when Greg really screwed it on, acing 
him out in a finish that had the crowd on 
its feet and cheering. 

The trophy dash was a prime example 
of Sonny Nutter’s determination as he 
was able to hold off the very able bids of 
Rick Woods for the entire race. Rick 
crowded Sonny rather roughly in the 
corner, but was not able to make Nutter 
blow his cool as he just turned the wick 
up a little higher and pulled away on the 
last lap for the win in the night’s fastest 
time of 58.59. 

The C Main was another crash bang 
affair with Jim Gresham going into the 
second corner a little out of control and 
laying it down right in front of Paul Con- 
serrierre who threw his machine down to 
miss Jim, but was not able to miss the 
machine and both Paul and machine did 
some enthusiastic —— before com- 
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ing to a halt with both men ánd machines 
in good enough shape to make the re- 
start. 

Four 20-yard handicap men lined up 
for the B Main. It was a veryeven match 
as John Carter and Sonny Nutter elbowed 
their way through the first corner with 
Carter emerging in the lead with Nutter 
and Sammy Tanner right behind him and 
a few feet behind them was Stu Morley. 
Having just beaten three of the A main 
entries in the trophy dash, Nutter was 
favored to take the win, But John Carter 
had other ideas and with a splendid job 
of cornering was able to hold off Nutter 
for the entire race, Meanwhile Sammy 
Tanner was pullingaway from Stu Morley 
and starting to move up on Nutter when 
suddenly he slowed down and Morley 
passed him on the lastlap whenSammy's 
machine started spewing parts all over 
the track as his clutch fell apart and the 
plates were rolling along ‘the track be- 
hind him. 

Norm Elledge, being on the 10 yard 
line of the A Main came out of ‘the first 
corner in the lead with Greg Haserot 
right behind him. Rick Woods and Steve 
Bast were side by side rightbehind them 
when Rick flew through the corner to 
move under Greg and leave Steve no place 
to go. The crowd went wild as thesefour 
riders started changing positions insuch 
close quarters that itseemed impossible 
for them to finish the race without some- 
one crashing. Bast made a tremendous 
charge into the corner and set it up to 
move into second spot right behind 
Woods, It was then back to the old duel 
of Woods versus Bast as they went wild 
into the corners, all four of them still 
glued together. Out of the last corner, 
Bast made his final bid to take it away, 
but even though he had it on so hard that 
he lifted the front wheel all the way down 
to the flag, it wasn’t quite enough as 
Rick took ‘the win. 

This was by far and away the best

Chillicothe, like Springfield, the week 
before was teaming with examples of what 
the new AMA rules have brought forth in 
professional racing. The new BSA Lightnings, 
Triumph Bonnevilles, and Nortons were 
present, and the KRs, Gold Stars, and 500cc 
Triumphs were still trying. But the KR is the 
only older bike that continues to keep pace 
with the 650s, and that it still does 
handsomely. We finally got word, though, 
that the new 750cc overhead H-D will soon go 
into production. 

Two Amateurs, however, are not waiting 
for the factories. Representing the great rivals 
H-D and Triumph, they have adventured on 
to the logical conclusions of the new rule 
book. Robert Butler (Amateur 95E from 
Oxford, Michigan) has beaten Milwaukee to 
the track with a 750 overhead, and Johnny 
DeMoisey (Ammwur 41L from Covington, 
Kentucky7*"is fielding a Triumph 


three-cylinder, the bike that Baltimore 
— rejected in favor of the Bonneville. 

xternally, Butler’s mount looks like a 
stock Sportster in the KR lowboy road-racing 
frame. But the innards have been re-worked 
along the general lines that the factory will 
follow in production of its new 750 overhead. 
The standard bore of three inches with a 
.005" overbore has been retained, so the 
necessary reduction has been achieved by 
shortening the stroke. 

To bring the stock 883cc Sportster down to 
750cc Butler and his comrades at Plant 14 of 
the Pontiac Motor Division where he works 
have welded over the crank pin holes in the 
stock flywheels, and re-drilled them .312" 
closer to the crankshaft center. Replacing the 
pin at this distance brings the volume down to 


the legal limit, then the cylinders are 
shortened accordingly. 
Little else has been changed in the 


powerplant, though new sprockets had to be 
fabricated to get proper gearing to the rear 
wheel. To mount the tall Sportster motor in 
the lowboy frame, the backbone had to be 
cut away and replaced for an extra 1% inch 
Clearance. Robert's brother did most of the 
brain work. With his engineering guidance and 
help from friends at Pontiac, Robert is 
confident that he can come up with a 
successful machine when minor teething 
problems are solved. 

Johnny DeMoisey decided to get his full 
Share of cubic inches by preparing a new 
Triumph Trident Three for racing. Many years 
of scrambling experience with a 500сс 
Triumph influenced his decision, since the 
750'is virtually a row of three of the 250cc 
cylinders. ! 

Internally the Trident is unchanged, except 
for the stripping, clearancing, and careful 
rebuilding that normally goes into a racing 
engine. The stock frame and front end are 


DeMoisey converted the Triumph Trident with a minimum of effort. 








retained, and the only alteration to 
suspension is a pair of Koni shock absorbers 
at the rear. Johnny reports that handling is 
good and that the motor supplies large 
amounts of well-distributed power. 

Bigger carburetors are attached, and 
exhaust is channeled through very small and 
gradually tapered megaphones, one to the left 
and two to the right. The Trident measures 
out two full inches longer than the 
Bonneville. 

DeMoisey carries a small brake on the rear, 
and uses it via a right-hand handlebar lever. 
He feels that the smooth power supplied by 
the multi is a definite advantage and reports 
no problem with width or high center of 
gravity. He says the greater length probably 
makes up for any handling problems that 
might result from the 365 pound weight. 

Butler and DeMoisey, we wish you luck. It 
is your kind of adventurous attitude that 
makes Class C racing the exciting sport it is. 
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Flying Sonny Burres dominated the Expert 
events.

IRVINE, CAL. June 1st — In spite ofa 
three week old injury leaving his clutch 
hand swollen, the index finger useless, 
Gary Bailey is now the leader for the 
C.M.C. trip to England series. He did it 
by way of one first and two seconds for 
first overall in 250 Expert, 

Paul Harber, the Las Vegas high 
school junior who was tied with Bailey 
until today, missed getting first overall 
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in the 250 Jr. class by only 5 points, 
Both Paul and his brother are doing re- 
markably well, especially considering 
17-year-old Paul started his very first 
race just last August, and brother John 
didn't start until October! 

Races started with the 125 Expert 
which was won by B. Silverthorn on a 
Penton, with S, Ellsworth and Tom Rapp 
2nd and 3rd, both on Bultacos. Bailey 
missed getting into gear and consequently 
was dead last up the hill, After a really 
good ride he came in 4th, In the second 
125 Expert moto, Tom Rapp out- 
dragged everybody up to the first turn, 
ended 2nd with Bailey 8rd. Silverthorn 
showed them the way home, Bailey didn't 
run in the third moto, Tom Rapp ran 
away with it, which gave Silverthorn the 
overall win for three firsts. 

Winners of the 125 Jr. class were 
Bruce Baron on a Sachs, B, Vacca (Bul), 
and A. Wurtzell (Penton), Jim Meyers 
Sr, ran his first race today, with ‘ Dirty 
Old Man” in big letters across his back, 
Like son like father, 

Next class was 250 Jr. Div. 2. M, 
Pritchard was the winner, followed by 
Sachs riders A. Lund and M, Drews. 

Bailey got a good start in the first 
moto of the 250 Expert and was never 
headed, Tim Hart was 2nd on a Montesa, 
and Jim Wilson 3rd, The second heat 
looked like à repeat until the last hun- 
dred yards, Bill Silverthorn zapped Gary 
going up that steep hill just before the 
checker. Going into the third moto, Tim 
Hart led into the 1st turn, pushed by 
Bailey. Bailey got him on the 3rd1lap and 
was himself being pressed by Silver- 
thorn again! 

Bailey didn't seem to be fighting very 
hard, knowing that even with a 2nd he 
would still have the overall win, so 
Silverthorn won that heat too, 

Gary was ist overall on his Greeves, 
Silverthorn and his Husky were 2nd, and 
Hart, Montesa, third. Jim Wilson was 
4th, Greeves again, and Tom Rapp was 
5th on the first motocross astride his 
new Sherpa, 

Next, the 250 Jr. Div. 1 was won by 
J. West (Yamaha), 2nd was G, Harris 
(Husky) and 3rd B. Barron (C.Z.), Paul 
Harber's younger brother John ran in 
this class and although not quite fast 
enough yet, was doing quite well until 
the third moto when he crashed very hard 
and was whisked off to the hospital to 
see if his leg was broken. The doctor 
said no, and he was allowed to return 
home to sunny Las Vegas. 

In the first moto of the 250 Jr, Divi- 
sion 2, Jim Meyers Jr. was running 2nd 
and hit a marker post, putting a very 
deep cut in his leg, and himself on the 
ground, He got up and caught the leader 
again but unfortunately was a lap behind, 
S, Oliver was credited with the win and 
B, Bleyenberg was 2nd, both on Yama- 
has, with G. Gerlich Jr. (Husky) 3rd. 
Meyers understandably just didn’t seem 
to have the same push in the two last 
motos, 

The “really big shoo " Feets Minert 
did it to everybody this time, for 1st 
overall on his Beezer, with Gary Bailey 
2nd, and Jim Wilson 3rd. But what atrio 
of motos! Bailey just didn't seem to be 
with it in the first heat, and “‘only’’ fin- 
ished third, but Wilson and Feets were 
fighting tooth and tong through the whole 
race and when the heat was over they 
carried it on verbally, really hot and 
heavy about proper lines through cor- 
ners, 

It was the devil himself looking out of 
Bailey’s eyes in the second heat, He had 
to leave the power on at least 25 feet 
past where any mortal would dare, buthe 
still made it around the first turn in 1st 
place and stayed there to win! Wilson 
was 2nd and Minert 3rd until the lastlap 
when he was passed by Hart. 

Bailey got a rotten start in the last 
moto, missing a gear and coming through 
the first turn almost last, He was fourth 
at the end of the first lap, and on the 
fifth lap Feets shut the door really hard 
on Hart, forcing him off the track, taking 
Wilson with him, Bailey jumped to second 
where he finished. 

The last class was Gary’s strongest 
threat to his trip to England. Thatclass, 
500 Jr., was where Paul Harber ran, He 
finished 6th in the first moto, but won 
the last two, winding up with second 
overall on his Greeves, dropping him to 
second place (895 points) behind Bailey 
(900) in the race to England. Sam Jones 
on a Husky sponsored by Valerians 2- 
cycle City won overall with three seconds

High above the smog and crowds, mas- 
ter rider Bob Nichelsen put together two 
days of steady performance and held off 
quickly closing Bob Grove to win the 
Southern California Trials Association 
two day trials at Big Bear Lake Mem- 
orial weekend, 

All riders faced twelve sections twice 
on Saturday and twelve more twice on 
Sunday, Points were meted out by the 
usual clean, 1, 3, and 5 point system and 
the two day scores were totaled todeter- 
mine winners. 

When the trials people retired to their 
camper trucks and trailers Saturday 
night Nichelsen was the leading master 
at 23 points and Grove was second at 30. 
However both riders were overshadowed 
by expert rider Jack Norman who turned 
in a first day score of 20 on his Cotton, 

With the dawn Norman saw his lead 
slipping away as he ran into deep water 
and deep trouble in too many sections, 

Soon Nichelsen was in the lead overall 
but Grove and his Bultaco seemed to find 
the way through time after time and 
closed the gap on the leader. 

* We kept pretty close tabs on each 
other during the day," Nichelsen said 
later, *Grove was catching up. He took 
a five in the last section of the first 
loop, otherwise I don't know if I could 
have held him.” 

Despite the crippling five points sec- 
tion Grove was low point man for Sunday 
with 13 but Nichelsen's 7 pointleadfrom 
Saturday and the solid 16 he collected 
Sunday put the Long Beach rider on top 
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of the heap atter the final tabulation. 

Nichelsen is number three trials rider 
in the state standings and rode a Sammy 

Miller type Bultaco to victory Sunday. 

Jack Ward finished third on his Bul- 
taco with 58 points and John Walters, 
also on a Bultaco, was fourth at 64. 

Among the experts John Brewer 
slipped his Cotton into a winning posi- 
tion with 48 points, displacing first day 
leader Jack Norman who took second 
with 60, Mike Hans was third at 65 and 
Bill Batzloff fourth with 71 both on 
Cottons, 

Bultaco mounted Bob Hans was the 
winning amateur lightweight at 85 points, 
Tom Conley and his Greeves took 88 
points and second place, Third was John 
Schulz who teamed up with his Montesa 
Coda to take 91 points. 

The Ultra-lightweight amateur class 
saw Gary Lane collect 109 points and a 
win on his Hodaka. James Highburger 
edged out Jeff Norman 125 to 126 for 
second and third places, Both were rid- 
ing Yamahas, 

The course followed mountain fire 
roads from section to section, and riders 
met almost every type of terrain, Each 
section had either rocks, powder dust, 
logs, moss, sand or something else that 
seemed as if it was there specifically to 
upset a motorcycle. 

At the end of the loop on both days a 
particularly challenging trap was laid out 
involving severalsections made up most- 
ly of a rushing stream. More than one 
rider found himself with wet trousers 
sitting on a slippery rock in a icy creek, 
engulfed in a cloud of steam,

Texas Circus Draws 388 Clowns

FORT WORTH, TEXAS May 18 – Тһе 
Southwest Motorcycle Racing Associa- 
tion unreeled its second International 
Grand Prix motorcycle racing circus at 
beautiful Green Valley Raceway featuring 
a three-ring extravaganza of drags, mo- 
tocross and road races, The action pack- 
ed triple header was more than twoeyes 
could handle in one afternoon with nearly 
four hundred riders trying to do their 
thing before lights out. 

Three-in-a-rows dominated the drags 
with Kawasaki and Triumph getting the 
lion’s share, Both won in stockand modi- 
fied classes. The biggest surprise of the 
day came when a GB (stock) Bultaco ran 
faster than the AHRA national record! 
The same motor went on to win the 250cc 
Stock production class, ridden by David 
Broyles. 

By the conclusion of the drags the 
European style motocross was changing 
some of the landscape in the beautiful 
valley and the once clear creek was now 
a mixture of mud, gasoline, sweat and 
motorcycle parts. About the only things 
left standing were the old oak trees and 
they were flinching at every pass. 

Al Locke of Fort Worth was the first 
guy to go the distance in the 125cc class. 
Those 30 minute races left many at the 
wayside with their tongues wagging and 


wondering when that camel would stop 
kicking. Behind Bultaco mounted A1 were 
Darrell Davis(Sachs) and James Hascker 
(Penton). 

By the time the 360cc class gotunder- 
way the groove was hip deep, Joe Joiner, 
local champ of Fort Worth, wasted no 
time pushing his CZ out front to win 
showing John Lanicone on a Montesa and 
Barry Nance (Husky) how the big boys 
do it, 

And with that over the spectators 
swallowed their hearts and regrouped to 
take in some fantastic road racing, Dan- 
ny Forke who rides for Honda of San 
Antonio set the stage for the stock pro- 
duction classes and went on to become the 
unchallenged victor in the 200cc event. 
Bently Hardwick (still alive and well) 
was second on a Suzuki and wants every- 
one to know he didn’t put a foot down all 
day. Charles Kimbro was third on a 
Yamaha, 

The magic words were Bultaco and 
David Broyles of Garland in the 250cc 
class. Also in the same race, but scored 
separately were the 350cc machines led 
by Jet Tharp (Yamaha) of Brownwood. 

Virgil Davenport could not be denied 
his second win in as many outings in the 
open class stock production madness, 
however it wasn’t that easy until J.C. 
Klusmeyer (Norton) retired in lap 6. 
Virgil’s Trident finished in front of 
Wesley Crane’s BSA 3 and Bob Lane’s 
Trident. 


The only thing left standing after the moto- 
cross was over were the giant oak trees and 
even they were flinching. 


The «Texas Flea” little Johnny Bry- 
ant (Yamaha) of Fort Worth popped the 
GP bubble by shutting down all comers 
in the 125cc event and in the 200cc GP 
Steve Littlefield and a Honda proved to 
all looking on they still have the stuff, 
Steve who hails from Wichita Falls was 
pushed hard by George Johnson (Yamaha) 
and Danny Forke on a stock production 
Honda. 

Jimmy Anderson didn't lose his fire 
after the spectacular Austin crash as he 
came back to capture the 250cc GP on a 
brand new works A1R Kawasaki justflown 
in from Japan for Dan Antilley. The 
Ducati camp was out in force with Wen- 
dell Tisdale of Rogers, Arkansas taking 
second. 

The 500cc GP had to be the most ex- 
citing with the lead changing five times 
in the ten lap event, A hat could have 
been tossed over the leading five through 
lap six as they changed positions and 
drafted each other. Virgil Davenport on 
a works Triumph unloaded in lap #6 
while leading, letting ‘‘Wildman’’ Bennie 
Campbell (Suzuki) take charge until he 
retired in lap 9, The J.C, Klusmeyer 
championed the Ducati cause for one lap 
before being passed by the winner Larry 
Beall on his new Kawasaki 3, J.C, was 
second at the wire with Felipe Terriquez 
(BSA) of Monterrey, Mexico third, 

Rusty Bradley (Trident) still has the 
«Midas Touch” as he was never pushed 
going wire to wire in the open GP, Virgil 
Davenport put his dirt tracking ability 
to work to take second on a Trident 
followed by Wesley Crane (BSA 3) and 
Jon Minonno on a Triumph, 

George Johnson (Yamaha) of Midland 
won his second 200cc Grand Final with 
impressive style known only to West 
Texans,The Flea was back to take 
runnerup with a super strong 100ce Ya- 
maha, If there ever was a non-skid, 
puncture-proof bike rider this lad is it. 

The 250cc Grand Final was a toss-up 
for the first five laps until Jimmy Ander- 
son’s works Kawasaki locked up (that 
transmission will not work without oil). 
Jet Tharp blasted through Anderson's 
smoke before it cleared and went the 
distance for the flag.
